2. DURING DINNER AT CHINESE EMBASSY ON MAY 9, EMBOFF WAS 
INFORMED BY SECOND SECRETARY (POLITICAL) SHAO CHUN-CHU 
THAT THE GROUP OF FIFTEEN TIBETAN REFUGEES MENTIONED 
IN REFTELS C AND D HAS RECEIVED VISAS AND WILL TRAVEL TO

3. SHAO VOLUNTEERED THAT THE DALAI LAMA'S ELDER 
BROTHER GALOTHUNDOP HAD RECENTLY VISITED PEKING AND 
TALKED WITH CHINESE LEADERS (REFTEL A). HE FELT THAT 
GALO MUST HAVE GIVEN SOME "POSITIVE IMPRESSION" OF 
THE CHINESE TO HIS BROTHER, WHICH ACCOUNTS FOR THE 
FACT THAT GROUP OF FIFTEEN IS NOW PREPARED TO 
GO TO TIBET. SHAO ADDED THAT CHINA WOULD BE VERY HAPPY 
IF THE TIBETAN REFUGEE COMMUNITY WOULD RETURN HOME,
